American warplanes

U.S. Co mmand said 
to day . 
It was the first co mbined Air- 
Nav y strike at a majo r No rth 
Vietnamese targ et. 
A rash o f terro rist incidents 
were repo rted in So uth Viet­ 
nam, including Co mmunist ef­ 
fo rts to sto p traffic o n the majo r 
Meko ng D^lta hig hway and a 
g uerrilla raid o n a small hamlet 
where fiv e men and a wo man 
were sho t do wn as “ po lice 
spies.” 
While no majo r g ro und battles 
were repo rted, there were sharp 
fig hts up and do wn So uth Viet­ 
nam, with 4 9 Viet Co ng killed in 
o ne series o f running fig hts in 
the no rthernmo st 1st Co rps area 
where mo st recent g ro und fig ht­ 
ing has centered 
The Vinh po wer plant was 
attacked Mo nday . The heav y 
cruiser St. Paul steamed clo se 
insho re and o pened up with her 
6 -inch g uns while two dœtro y ers 
darted ev en clo ser to shell Red 
sho re batteries 
After an ho ur-lo ng bo mbard­ 
ment, wav œ o f jets fro m the 
carrier Co nstellatio n swept o v er 
the plant, unlo ading 500- and 
7 00-po und bo mbs. 
It was the seco nd co nsecutiv e 
day that planes had hit the Ben 
Thuy plant two miles so utheast 
o f Vinh and abo ut sev en miles 
inland fro m the To nkin Gulf. 
The plant, o rig inally rated at 
abo ut 8 ,000 kilo watts, had been 
bo mbed o ut o f o peratio n a y ear 
ag o but the No rth Vietnamese 
resto red so me o f its capacity . 
After the two -day po unding , 
the plant ag ain is presumably 
o ut o f o peratio n, the U.S. Co m­ 
mand said, but precise damag e 
assessment was impo ssible be­ 
cause o f the clo uds o f smo ke, 
flame and dust raised by the 
bo mbardment and bo mbing .

Depending o n the ty pe o f unit 
he is in, an American so ldier 
g ets as much as 24 ho urs o f in­ 
div idual and unit training in rio t 
co ntro l o r related activ ities. 
Civ il diso bedience training is 
included in each y ear’s training . 
Pentag o n spo kesmen say in­ 
structio n stresses the use o f 
adequate fo rce—but no mo re— 
to put do wn a disturbance. 
Elements o f the 82nd and 
101st Airbo rne div isio ns—4 ,7 0( 
stro ng —were sent to Michig an 
by President J o hnso n upo n re­ 
quest fro m Go v . Geo rg e Ro m- 
ney . So me o f the tro o ps were 
o rdered into Detro it late Mo n­ 
day nig ht. 
“ Hav ing been with an air­ 
bo rne unit,” o ne o fficer say s, 
“ it wo uld be my judg ment that 
they will be firm, be po lite and 
say it with a smile—but they 
will no t say it twice.” 
This may mean jabbing a ri­ 
o ter with a bay o net to mo v e him 
o n. 
It may mean smacking him 
with a rifle butt if the man 
g rabs at the weapo n.

“ If a rio ter is facing y o u, y o u 
aim it to wards his thro at,” the 
o fficer ex plains. He say s this 
knife-o n-the-Adam’s-apple 
ap­ 
pro ach usually backs do wn the 
mo st brazen o f men. 


First Since 7 11 
Po p e Visiting Turk ey 
To Help Unite Fa iths 


ISTANBUL, Turkey (AP) - 
Po pe Paul VI flew to Turkey 
to day fo r the first po ntifical v is­ 
it in nrio re than 12 centuries and 
a meeting with Patriarch Athe- 
nag o ras o f the Ortho do x Church 
which they ho ped wo uld help 
reunite their faiths. 
It was the first papal v isit to 
Turkey since Po pe Co nstantine 
I was triumphantly welco med in 
the city o f the Go lden Ho rn in 
7 11. 
Po pe Paul’s two -day v isit fo l­ 
lo wed a majo r earthquake that 
caused widespread destructio n 
in Anato lia so utheast o f Istanbul 
and to o k a kno wn death to ll o f 
86 and as still rising . The trem­ 
o rs were felt clearly in Istanbul. 


Fifty Killed 
In Pile-Up 
At Mine 


J OHANNESBURG, So uth Af­ 
rica (AP)—Fifty African miners 
were killed to day and 4 9 injured 
in a pileup at the head o f a g o ld 
mine shaft, the Ang lo American 
Co rpo ratio n anno unced. 
No ne o f the injured were 
believ ed in critical co nditio n, 
the co mpany said. 
The accident happened when 
wo rkers repo rting fo r their shift 
apparently surg ed fo rward in a 
subway and crushed miners in 
fro nt o f them ag ainst a turnstile 
co ntro lling access to elev ato r 
cag es. The subway runs fro m a 
ho stel to a mine shaft. 
The mine is in Carlto nv ille, 
abo ut 35 miles so uthwest o f J o ­ 
hannesburg It is part o f the 
impo rtant West Witwatersrand 
g o ld fields.

The tall, slender, 8 1-y ear-o ld 
patriarch was the special o bject 
o f Po pe Paul’s fifth trip o ut o f 
Italy since he was elected po n­ 
tiff in 1%3. 
Go v ernment leaders set up 
two meeting s with the Po pe, at 
palaces near the waterway di­ 
v iding Euro pe and Asia, befo re 
stepping o ut o f the picture fo r 
the relig io us and “ priv ate” part 
o f the v isit. 
The white-bearded patriarch 
is the spiritual leader o f 150 mil­ 
lio n Ortho do x faithful in the 
wo rld, but his direct autho rity 
here ex tends o v er fewer than 80,- 
000 Turkish o rtho do x y o f Greek 
descent. The Po pe has bo th 
spiritual and jurisdictio nal au­ 
tho rity o v er 500 millio n Catho ­ 
lics. 
Athenag o ras in Turkish ey es 
stands fo r Greece and the o ther 
side o f the Cy prus issue. 
Po pe Paul and Athenag o ras 
launched a serio us dialo g ue in 
the Christian unity spirit when 
they met in the Ho ly Land in 
196 4 during the Po pe’s first trip 
abro ad. They embraced and 
talked twice in two day s. The 
Po pe said later that Catho lic- 
Ortho do x y links sho uld nev er 
hav e been bro ken. 
Since then bo th sides hav e 
mo v ed clo ser, o v erco ming ini­ 
tial suspicio n and reluctance 
within the Greek part o f Ortho ­ 
do x y . 
The two church leaders set as 
the majo r to pic fo r their Istan­ 
bul meeting the questio n o f ho w 
to set up an ex pert study o f the­ 
o lo g ical and church law matters 
that div ide the Ortho do x and the 
Catho lics. They also ag reed to 
talk abo ut the status o f J erus­ 
alem and the ho ly places which 
hav e been in Israeli hands since 
the Israeli-Arab war in J une.

passed by Co ng ress to end the 
strike o f six railro ad sho p un­ 
io ns and bar them fro m any 
further walko ut until 196 9. 
Wirtz did no t participate in 
the meeting . 
Other bo ard members are 
AFL-CIO 
President 
Geo rg e 
Meany ; fo rmer Sen. Lev erett 
Salto nstall, R-Mass.; Frederick 
Kappel, fo rmer bo ard chairman 
o f the American Telepho ne & 
Teleg raph Co .; and Theo do re W. 
Kheel, a priv ate labo r media­ 
to r. 
Meany , befo re his appo intmem 
to the bo ard, branded the law 
as co mpulso iy arbitratio n. Ad­ 
ministratio n o fficials deny this 
label, calling it “ ex ended neg o ­ 
tiatio n and mediatio n to a fi­ 
nality .”

Tax Hik e Prop osals Test of New Econ om y

NEW YORK (AP) - The pro­ 
posed increase in inc'ome taxes, 
which President Johnson said 
he hoped Congress would con­ 
sider next month, will be the 
biggest test of the New Econom­ 
ics since 1964. 
It will have a catalytic effect 
on the chemistry of the econo­ 
my, and its success or failure 
may be measured in political 
terms also. If it is based on a 
miscalculation, it could damage 
both the economy and the fu­ 
ture of Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Should the tax dosage be ill- 
timed or of an i m p r o p e r 
amount, it could depress the 
economy at a political sensitive 
time, just before the 1968 elec­ 
tions. 
It would also discredit the 
contention of the New Econom­ 
ics that the economic cycle is 
manageable, that through gov­ 
ernment spending and taxing 
the ripples of expansion-reces- 
sion can be flattened out. 
The New Elconomics claimed 
a notable victory in 1964 when

NEW ARK, N.J. (AP) - Black 
Power, for one year an unclear 
rallying cry shouted at civil 
rights rallies and scrawled on 
walls during riots, has taken on 
meaning distinctly opposed to 
p r^ n t American society. 
The first national conference 
on the once cloudy concept 
produced a string of resolutions 
Sunday that would, in effect, set 
up a black-oriented society dis­ 
tinctly antiwhite, anti-Christian 
and antidraft in tone. 
With almost eveiy faction of 
the Negro community repre­ 
sented at the start of the four- 
day meeting, it was clear at the 
final session Sunday that the 
militant separtists had won. 
One 
enthusiastically 
sup­ 
ported resolution called for 
"starting a national dialogue on 
the desirability of partitioning 
the United States into two sepa­ 
rate nations, one white and one 
black ” 
The nearly 1,000 delegates, 
many in Africa-derived clothes, 
cheered 
every 
proposal 
for 
black-oriented financial, educa­ 
tional, employment and law en­ 
forcement institutions, includ­ 
ing paramilitary training for 
black youth. 
Some termed it the start ot 
“ the black revolution." 
A deep distrust of white socie­ 
ty was evident as the delegates 
cheered through proposals to set 


up permanent contacts with Af­ 
rican 
nations, 
independent, 
black-controlled political parties 
or voting blocs, and gear the 
products of Negro artists and 
professionals more closely to 
"the needs of black people” 
Speakers who used the word 
"Negro" were shouted down. 
“ The Negro is a white man’s 
creation," one man shouted. 
Most of the dozens of resolu­ 
tions put great stress on the 
troubled history of Negroes—the 
unwilling removal in chains 
from Africa, the systematic 
breaking up of Negro families 
by white slaveowners, the seg­ 
regation that once sanctioned 
wholesale lynchings and still 
exists in schools, housing and 
jobs. 
They included: 
—A demand that black ath­ 
letes stay out of both the 1968 
Olympic games in Mexico City 
and out of professional boxing 
until “ Minister Muhammad Ali" 
—Cassius Clay—is returned his 
heavyweight title. 


—A boycott of “ every black 
church and all religious institu­ 
tions that do not join the black 
revolution.” Christianity was 
termed “ a white religion that 
has taken the diamonds and 
minerals of the world in ex­ 
change for the Bible—a bad 
deal." 
—‘A black militia to train 
black families in all aspects of 
self defense and racial survi­ 
val," and a school for black po­ 
litical organizers. 
—A “ black university," a 
“ black national holiday,” a re­ 
fusal to accept birth control pro­ 
grams and a national antidraft 
movement. “ Our position is hell 
no, we won’t go:" shouted one 
workshop chairman. 
The conference had earlier 
gone on record as supporting 
Negro violence as “ the right of 
an oppressed people to revolt." 


corporate and personal income 
taxes were lowered.

This makes the job even 
tougher tiian in 1964. As Gard­ 
ner Ackley, now the chief ad­ 
ministration economist, views 
the situation, taxes cannot be 
lowered because this would fuel 
an inflationary boom. 
The administration’s theory is 
that the nation is once again on 
the verge of an economic expan- 
sitn. This expansion, expected 
later this year, must be con­ 
trolled, or inflation will burn up 
the value of curreixy. 
A huge budget deficit height­ 
ens the dangers of inllation, tor 
a deficit means that the govern­ 
ment is trying to buy more than

it can immediately pay for. This 
waters down the value of mon­ 
ey. It sends too many dollars 
chasing goods. And how? By 
raising taxes. This brings in the 
revenue while draining off the 
excess dollars. 
The critical factor in this 
reasoning is the validity of the 
forecast of a strong economic 
expansion. 
Some economists criticize as 
false the assumption that we 
are on the edge of a boom. The 
fact is that the resurgence has 
not yet begun, and there is no 
positive evidence that it will 


Forecasts have a tenden­ 
cy to be wrong. 
Any faith that the present 
forecasts are correct is lessen­ 
ed a bit by past misreadings 
In 1966, for instance, most 
economists believed some tax 
action was needed, but the 
administration failed to pro­ 
pose one. 


Now that it has decided to act, 
the consensus may not be as 
strong. The consequences, how­ 
ever, are just as large—and 
much, much larger in the po­ 
litical sphere.

In “ Lassie” I was allowed to 
wear only gingham gowns and 
aprons and no one knew I had 
a body under thos aprons But in 
“ Lost in Space” I wear form- 
fitting silver lame jumpsuits 
while I float around the wild 
blue yonder Those women of 
the future do know how to 
dress.

of 59.3 million acres for the 1968 
crop of wheat. This ^reage, the 
secretary said, “ Will produce 
the supply of wheat needed to 
meet expected domestic and 
export needs during the 
marketing year which begins 
July 1,1968.” 
The national allotment of 59.3 
million acres, with average 
weather, would provide a crop 
of about 1.5 billion bushel - 
slightly less than this year’s 
record crop. A 1968 crop of this 
size would balance with 
estimated domestic use of 735 
million bushels and an export 
target of at least 750 million 
bushels during the 1968-69 
marketing year. 
The 59.3-million-acre national 
allotment for 1968 reflects a 55- 
million-acre allotment plus 4.3 
million acres for small-farm 
increases. It compares with a 
1967 total allotment of 68 
million acres and a 1966 total 
allotment of 51.6 million acres. 
Price support and other 
features of the 1968 program 
will be announced soon.

WASHINGTON ( AP) - How d o Negro riots start? 


Rep u blican p arty lead ers su ggest v iolence like 
th at in Detroit may resu lt from a consp iracy 
organized , p lanned and carried ou t on a national 
scale. 
Bu t th e national gov ernment at th is moment h as 
no ev id ence of su ch a consp iracy , and it h as h ad 
weeks to ch eck. Nev erth eless, Rep u blicans called 
for a congressional inv estigation. 
Th ey accu sed Presid ent Joh nson of failing to d eal 
with th e riot p roblem. Bu t Mond ay nigh t h e sent 
U.S. troop s into Detroit. 
Th e riots in one city after anoth er h av e p retty 
mu ch followed a p attern. A Negro mob forms to 
d enou nce a certain p olice action. Some times th e 
mob melts. Bu t in oth er cases it su d d enly goes 
berserk. It becomes, like any v iolent mob, mind less 
and p lu nges into d estru ction. 
Bu t wh at triggers th e mob? Some ind iv id u al or 
grou p of ind iv id u als, p erh ap s sh ou ting someth ing 
like, ‘‘Let’s tear th e p lace d own.” As one gov ern­ 
ment 
official 
ex p lained : ‘‘Th ere’s alway s a 
lou d mou th to start someth ing.” 
Bu t wh at kind of ind iv id u al wou ld d o th e 
triggering? With ou t q u estion it wou ld be a crimi­ 
nal, eith er a p erson with a criminal record or one 
wh o is p otentially criminal and su d d enly fou nd h Ls 
ch ance to p erform. 
Any one wh o h as h ad enou gh d ealings with 
criminals to u nd erstand th e criminal mind knows a 
criminal’s concern Ls not a ch oice between righ t and 
wrong bu t h ow to get away with wh at h e wants to 
d o. 
Noth ing p rov id es as mu ch safety as' a mob for a 
man wh o wants to kill, loot or bu rn In th e mid st of 
mob action h e is p ractically anony mou s, 
wh ich 
makes it tou gh for th e p olice to p in any th ing on h im 
d irectly . 
Bu t are all th e members of a mob criminals? 
Definitely , th ose wh o commit criminal acts are 
Earlier th is y ear th e Presid ent’s crime commission 
in its stu d y of riots said ; 
“Th ey are a sort of moral Ik'ense to th e 
comp u lsiv ely or h abitu ally criminal members of th e 
gh etto commu nity to engage in th eir criminal 
activ iti^ and to ord inarily law-abid ing citizens to 
gratify su ch su bmerged tend encies toward v iolence 
and th eft as th ey may h av e” 
New Jersey ’s Gov . Rich ard J Hu gh es called th e 
Newark riots a ‘‘criminal insu rrection.” And 
Mond ay nigh t Detroit’s May or Jerome P Cav anagh 
said th e wrec’kage of h is city was “an ex p losion of 
th e comp letely lawless element” 
In a sp ecial rep ort to th e nation Mond ay nigh t. 
Joh nson also called th e cond u ct criminal 
And if any one d ou bts th is all h e h as to d o is 
remember th at some d f th ese riots, wh ich may h av e 
been triggered by th e action of some ind iv id u al 
p oliceman, went on nigh t after nigh t wh en th e 
mobs fou nd th e p olice cou ld n’t stop th em 
Th e Presid ent’s commission acknowled ged th at 
riots are comp licated and th at one way of ex p laining 
th em is gh etto cond itioas. It rettommend ed action 
to eliminate th ose cond itioas 
Th e commission listed racial d iscrimination, 
commercial ex p loitation, economic d ep riv ation, 
and p olice miscond u ct as ex amp les of wh at 
p articip ants in earlier riots said th ey were p rotesting 
against. 
Yet in th e Sou th , wh ere Negroes were kep t in an 
inferior cond ition longest, th ere h av e been no big 
riots th is y ear. Perh ap s th ose willing to riot th ere 
feared th e p olice retaliation in th e Sou th wou ld be 
swift and rigid . 
It h ard ly seems an acv id ent th e rioting h as been 
limited to North ern cities wh ere th ere is d iv ision 
among th e wh ites on p olice restraint and th e 
concern for Negroes is th e greatest. In oth er word s, 
th e North was a softer tou ch th an th e Sou th . 
At th e same time, d esp ite th e rioters’ ex p ressed 
h ostility toward “Wh itey , ” th ese North ern riots 
h av e not been racial in th e sense th at wh ite 
neigh borh ood s were th e first to be inv ad ed and 
d emolish ed , if at all. 
In Newark, for ex amp le, th e d estru ction was 
aimed mainly at th e Negro areas, a cond ition wh ich 
su p p orts th e belief th e riots were criminally 
insp ired . 
And , fu rth er, in Detroit wh ite th iev es joined 
Negro looters with ou t any rep orts th at th e Negroes 
tu rned on th em. Th ey were criminals togeth er.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
House subcommittee charg es 
the Army with questionable 
awarding of a helicopter con­ 
tract and say s the Nav y and Air 
Force should at least temporari­ 
ly take on the research and de­ 
v elopment of Army aircraft. 
The Armed Serv ices subcom­ 
mittee mentioned interserv ice 
jealousies, close personal rela­ 
tionships between Army and 
industry representativ es, and 
lav ish entertainment as it at­ 
tacked awarding of the contract 
to Hug hes Tool Co. 
It also said in the report re­ 
leased Sunday after a 10-month 
probe that Hug hes mig ht lose 
$40 million on the deal. 
‘Personal feeling s and inter­ 
serv ice jealousies play ed an 
ov erriding part in the formativ e 
stag es of this procurement and 
directed it on a course which 
ev entually led to the Hug hes 
Tool Co.,” said the report from 
the subcommittee headed by 
Rep. Porter Hardy J r., D—Va. 
“ The ex istence of close per­ 
sonal relationships between the 
Army and industry representa­ 
tiv es resulted in departures 
from established procurement 
procedures 
and 
placed 
the 
Army in the position of hav ing 
many of its decisions suspect.” 
It said the Air Force and 
Nav y should handle research 
and dev elopment of Army air­ 
craft “ until the competence of 
the Army in this area has been 
firmly established.” 
The subcommittee said the 
Army fig ured Hug hes would 
lose about 10,000 on each of 1,- 
000 helicopters but “ it now ap­ 
pears that the loss may ev entu­ 
ally reach three to four times 
this amount before the contract 
is completed.” 
When the contract would be 
completed was another ques­ 
tion. The schedule called for 130 
of the lig ht observ ation helicop­ 
ters to be deliv ered by last 
April. Only 39 had been deliv ­ 
ered then. 
The report said the implica­ 
tion during hearing s was that 
hig h prices on later sales would 
erase the Hug hes loss. The com­ 
pany denied it would recov er its 
loss in later Army contracts. 
The Army told Hug hes it ex ­ 
pected to be paid about $300 per 
aircraft per day for ev ery day 
the helicopters were late.

Culp, the former Philadelphia 
fireballer who learned to pull 
the string on his fastball while 
sitting at Leo Durocher's elbow, 
pitched the Cubs back into a 
share of the National League 
lead Monday night with a five- 
hit 3-1 victory over St. Louis. 
The victory, ninth for the 
Cubs in their last 11 games, 
pulled them even with the Car­ 
dinals going into tonight’s sec­ 
ond game of a three-game sum­ 
mit series at St. Louis.

Ruffing 
and 
the 
late 
Branch Rickey were inducted 
formally Monday into Base­ 
ball’s Hall of Fame in a brief 
outdoor ceremony presided over 
by Baseball Commissioner Wil­ 
liam D. Eckert. 
The rain also interferred with 
the annual Hall of Fame game, 
but Baltimore and Cincinnati 
were able to play eight innings, 
with Baltimore winning 3-0. 
“ I ’ve had many, many thrills 
and some sad moments in my 
life, but this is the greatest 
thrill ever," said Waner who 
averaged .316 from 1927 to 1946 
and set a National League 
record of 223 hits in his rookie 
season. 
“ Words cannot express how I 
feel,” added the 5-foot-8 Waner, 
who with his late brother, Paul, 
known as Big Poison, formed 
one of the game’s great brother 
acts while with Pittsburgh in 
the 1920s and 1930s. He also 
played with Cincinnati, Phila­ 
delphia, Boston and Brooklyn. 
The induction was “ one of the 
great moments of my life,” said 
Ruffing, a right-handed pitcher 
who won 273 major league 
games from 1924 to 1947 as a 
member of the Boston Red Sox, 
New York Yankees and Chicago 
White Sox. 
Rickey’s widow, who attended 
along with 23 other members of 
the immediate family, including 
five daughters, did not speak. 
Nor did Jackie Robinson, the 
man the late executive and ad­ 
ministrator picked to break 
baseball’s color line with Brook­ 
lyn in 1947. 
Rickey, who died in 1965 at 
the age of 83, once was a catch­ 
er with the old St. Louis 
Browns and also founded the 
farm system while with St.
